Entrance Exams 

To all S.J.C. seniors who plan to 
attend college, December 6, 1958 
is of special importance. It is on 
that day that the College Board 
Examinations will be administered 
throughout New York State at 
various institutions.

Cardinal Roncalli Crowned 


Pope John XXIII 


Several classes heard the an¬ 
nouncement of the new Pope, and 
received his blessing from Rome 
at noon on October 28. 

Angelo Guiseppe Cardinal 
Roncalli, the Patriarch of Venice 
elected 262nd Vicar of Christ, chose 
John XXIII for his name because 
of an intense devotion to St. John 
the Baptist. 

The 76 year old pontiff was born 
of poor parents. At the age of 23 
he graduated from the Pontifical 
Seminary in Rome. He served in 
the armed forces as chaplain, and 
later became a teacher of theology 
and Christian Doctrine. 

In 1920, Pope Benedict XV ap¬ 


pointed him reorganizer of the 
Church missions of the Propaga¬ 
tion of the Faith. He was named 
the apostolic delegate to Bulgaria 
in 1925, and ten years later, the 
delegate to Turkey and Greece. 

He held the position of Papal 
Nuncio in France in 1944 during 
the regime of the Fourth French 
Republic. Roncalli remained at this 
post for eight years after which 
he was recalled by his predeces¬ 
sor, the late Pius XII, to be created 
cardinal in 1953. 

Taking over his papal duties at 
once, the new Pope was crowned 
in formal ceremony on Tuesday, 
November 4. Ad multos annos!

girls the reasons why slips must 
be given.

The highest and most respected position a man can obtain 
in the Catholic Church became unoccupied in 1939 by the death 
of His Holiness, Pope Pius XI. 

The renowned College of Cardinals met to elect a new 
shepherd for the flock of the Church. At the third ballot, 
sixty-one of the sixty-two votes were cast for Cardinal 
Eugenio Pacelli. 

Nineteen years later the world prayed ardently as its 
spiritual Father lay dying in the Vatican. The 261st Pastor 
Angelicus earned the reward of eternal unity with God. 

Like all great men and leaders, the words and deeds 
merited to this Apostle of God, Pope Pius XII, remain in the 
hearts of those he loved. His many entreaties for world har¬ 
mony won him the title of the Tope of Peace’. The liberality 
of the new rules for fasting before Holy Communion allowed 
many people to take Christ in their bodies and souls more 
frequently. The proclamation of the dogma of the Assumption 
of the Blessed Lady showed his love and devotion to her and 
his desire for others to find love in Our Mother. Yes, the fires 
of love and war burned steadily and strong during the last 
nineteen years. 

As the fires of war became hot ashes, the love kindled 
on. Now that our beloved Pius XII has been taken from the 
world, the loving flames must transfer to the next representa¬ 
tive of Peter in the Church. As the successor to the Vatican 
takes his throne, the new Prince of the Church will experience 
the love of his children for their father, in return for the love 
of a father for his children. 

A National Disgrace? 

During recent months, people all over the nation have been 
scanning newspaper headlines which deal with a very ugly 
situation—segregation. 

Since the beginning of time, man has always held different 
opinions and prejudices of his neighbor. This, of course, is 
only human. However, when those opinions are expressed in 
such a way that thousands suffer from their regretful conse¬ 
quences, that prejudice becomes something inhuman, ugly and 
wrong. Thus, racial prejudice becomes one of the most serious 
problems facing the nation today. 

In its strong grasp is held the ignorance even of teachers, 
principals, mayors and governors. What have we to hope for 
when even the heads of our nation’s states foster hatred and 
intolerance among their followers? Are we to believe that 
this is the country that once fought hard, bloody battles so 
that its people could have liberty? All around us are fellow 
Americans who have done nothing, other than being born of 
a different race, being pushed aside and treated as if they had 
no right to be Americans! — At the sound of that word, the 
heart of the Negro beats just as hard as the heart of his 
fellow white American. The Negro is an American just as 
the white person is. 

Imagine God’s thoughts as He watches those He loves so 
intensely, attributing to themselves powers that He alone may 
possess. They turn their backs on His guidance and take it 
into their own hands to judge and persecute fellow human 
beings. The feeling must be as that of an earthly father 
watching his children fight among themselves. His heart is 
filled with sadness at the thought that people he loves so much 
and to whom he has given everything could find time to hate 
each other so. 

After all, after death the only division God will make will 
be between those who have obeyed Him and those who have 
not. Remember, He once gave us a commandment that went 
something like this: “Love thy neighbor as thyself.”

'It’s Not If You Have Won or Lost, 
But How You’ve Played The Game’ 


Mr. William A. Hamm, Associate Superintendent of 
Public Schools in Brooklyn has been a member of the 
school system since 1916 when he taught history at Far 
Rockaway High School. He is the author of nine history 
books one of which, “From Colony to World Power”, is 
used in American History classes. 

Mr. Hamm received degrees at 
St. Peter’s College Fordham and 
Columbia Universities and is today 
head of the Child Welfare Depart¬ 
ment. The function of this depart¬ 
ment is the care of the physically 
handicapped, home bound and emo¬ 
tionally disturbed children of this 
city. 

Mr. Hamm’s department operates 
classes in forty hospitals, takes 
charge of classes for children af¬ 
flicted with cerebral palsy and also 
conducts braille and sight conserva¬ 
tion classes. He deals with delin¬ 
quent children who range in age 
from nine to eleven and fourteen 
to seventeen. 

He asserts that there are three 


types of slow or retarded children. First, the educable 
child who can be taught to read and write and to do 
simple things. Second, the trainable retarded who can 
be taught to take care of himself, to work around the 
house, but will never be brought up to the point of get¬ 
ting a job. Third, the mongoloid 
child who belongs in an institution 
and will never get beyond the intel¬ 
ligence of a three or four year old. 

In Mr. Hamm’s opinion, a child 
who tries his best should not be put 
back a grade. The lazy person who 
has the ability and does not use it 
should not be advanced. Often the 
pubic fails to remember that not 
everyone is capable of doing school 
work because, “The good Lord 
didn’t make us that way. He made 
some of us with ability to work with 
their hands and others to work with 
their heads.” 

“The world needs all kinds of 
people; a person who scrubs a floor 
is just as important as a surgeon,” 
concluded Mr. Hamm.

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Students Pay Tribute to Holy Father 


Pius Showed Holiness, 
Wisdom and Diplomacy 

Pope Pius XII was born in Rome as Eugenio Pacelli, the descendant 
of an ancient Roman family. He was ordained in 1901 and soon entered the 
field of papal diplomacy. After ten years of fruitful service as priest and 
bishop, he was chosen to be the diplomatic representative of Pope 
Benedict XV in World War I. In 1924, having concluded a concordat 
with Bavaria, he was sent as papal nuncio to Berlin, where a concordat 
with Prussia was formed. He was then recalled to Rome, made a cardinal 
and succeeded Cardinal Gasparri as papal secretary of state. In this posi¬ 
tion, Cardinal Pacelli attended in 1934 the International Eucharistic Con¬ 
gress at Buenos Aires, Argentina. He toured the United States in 1936, 
and in 1938 he acted as papal representative at the coronation of King 
George VI at London. 

Pope Pius XI died Feruary 10, 1939, and Cardinal Pacelli was elected 
as his successor on March 2, 1939. 

Pope of Peace 

Elected to the office of Supreme Pontiff at the outbreak of World War 
II, Pius XII had ample preparation for his role of peacemaker in a world 
of conflict. 

On the first Christmas Eve of his pontificate, the Holy Father issued 
his famous Five Point Peace Plan. 

The pontificate of Pope Pius XII has also been blessed, not only by the 
proclamation of the Holy Year, but also by the canonization of many new 
saints. 

Pius’ XII first statement, on the day of his election, proved that he 
would follow his predecessor’s work toward peace. “The fairest of all 
God’s gifts, passing all understanding is the peace that all men of feeling 
cannot but strive for, the peace, in fine, which arises from justice and 
charity.”

Our late Holy Father was frequently known as the Modern Pope. The 
articles written about his death often told how he was the first Pope to 
fly to the United States, and how he used to type out his speeches. He 
was also the first Pope to use an electric shaver. 

He changed the law of fast and abstinence. In this way he made it 
possible for more people to receive Holy Communion more often. 

The Diplomat Patricia Hegedus 

From the start, Eugenio Pacelli was destined for service in the papal 
diplomacy. For many years, he was papal ambassador in Germany. It was 
probably because of his diplomatic experience that his brethren in the 
college of Cardinals chose him to be sovereign Pontiff. 

The Pope bent all his efforts from the first weeks to ward off the 
threatened war. After it had broken out, he strove to prevent it from 
spreading further. “In this, his first efforts paralleled those of President 
Roosevelt. The story of these off-stage attempts to bring an early end to 
hostilities and the risks the Vatican incurred in the process belong to an, 
as yet, unwritten chapter of the diplomatic history of World War II.” 

No one could have represented Christ and His Church on this earth 
more than this pious man who possessed humility and grace in a peaceful 
heart.
